Cave-In Near Prentice Takes Lift; of 


Henciie Worker. 


Several weeks ago a man named 


Axel Wicken was burled in the cave- 
lu of an eighty-three foot well near 
Prentice.

by all the old residents. He is sur- 
vived by four children, two sons and 
two daughters, they being Ed. and 
Seth Spafford, Mrs. I. E. Philleo of 
this city and Mrs. E. T. Harmon of 
Milwaukee. 


The funeral was held on Friday 


at 2:30 o'clock, under the auspices 
of the Masonic lodge, of which he 
had. been a member for many years, 
interment being iu Forest Hill ceme- 
tery.

Dry coal does not produce as much 


iieat as coal that is considerably 
Viamp. It is, of cou'rse, a fact that a 
greater heat makea the fuel more 
jvaluabie, and It Is essential to know 
liow to secure the most from ordinary 
fuel. 


Coal that is to be burned in a fur- 


nace, a stove or a grate for Immediate 
heat will produce nearly one-fourth 
more heat when wet than when dry. 


Coal that is to be placed in a stove 


or furnace to be closed up so as to 
produce a long-continued, moderate 
heat will produce a little more than 
one-third more heat If there Is plenty 
of moisture than can be secured if the 
coal is real dry. 
Large lumps of coal can be soaked

MOISTEN COAL BEFORE USING 


Fuel Should B« Thoroughly 
Damp- 


ened to Secure Extreme Value of 


Product for Heating. 


Dry coal does not produce as much 


heat aa coal that is considerably 
damp. It is, of course, a fact that a 
greater heat makes the fuel more 
valuable, and It is essential to know 
low to secure tbe most from ordinary 
(Ml. 


Coal that is to be burned In a fur- 


nace, a stove or a grate for Immediate 
heat will produ;e nearly one-fourth 
more heat when wet than when dry. 


Coal that is to be placed in a stove 


or furnace to be closed up so as to 
produce a long-continued, moderate 
heat will produce a little more than 
one-third more heat if there Is plenty 
of moisture than can be secured if the 
coal Is real dry. 


Large lumps of coal can be soaked 


in a pail of water for a half hour, and 
the heat will be Increased nearly one- 


half. This Is done in cases where tho ? 
lumps are used in stoves tightlj 
closed, such as those known as air- 
tight furnaces. 


Several pails of water thrown over 


a ton of coal will increase its value 
greatly to the consumer. 


Coal will burn briskly In wet and 


almost airless mines, and it is said 
the heat is intense. 


When there is a fire and the coal 


pile burns, it is difficult to drown that 
portion of the fire with water. 


We might as well secnr* a little of 


the heat stored In burning water as to 
permit it all to go unnsed. 


Robert Treat Paine. 


Robert Treat Paine, one of the sign- 


ers of the American Declaration of In- 
dependence, died in Boston one hun- 
dred years ago. Mr. Paine belonged 
to a distinguished Massachusetts fam- 
ily. He was a delegate to the flrst 
continental congress In 1774 and to 
the second provincial congress held In 
Cambridge in 1776. In 1778 he was a 
member of the committee appointed 


from Maesachusetts to confer with 
members from the other colonies on 
the regulation of the price of labor, 
provisions and manufactures. 
From 


J.777 to 1790, covering the period ol 
Shay's rebellion, Mr. Paine was attor- 
ney general of Massachusetts. In later 
life he served as a judge of the Mas- 
sachusetts supreme court.

have menaced the potato, crop of 
ther states and foreign countries, a 
>oster has been published'and. will 
ie posted in all of the important 
lotato growing sections. 
Emphasizing the fact that Badger 


totato growers will be .depended up- 
in to furnish clean seed for farmers 
n all sections of the country, the 
poster urges the necessity ,of keeping 
germ diseases"out of the- state. 


The poster 'warns farmers that, 


when once started, such diseases as 
powdery scab; .'stars, blight and rot, 
jlack wart, increase rapidly and soon 
become diffcult to control. The ex- 
ercise of extreme caution when buy- 
ng seed, especially from other states, 
s given'as the only sure method of 
protecting the potato industry of the 
state. '

For the control of late and early 


blight growers are advised to spray 
.horoughly with Bordeaux mixture 
(five pounds copper sulphate, five 
pounds of quick lime, and- fifty gal- 
ons of water.) 
For bugs, one pound 


of paris green to two pounds of lead 
arsenate should b'e added. The use 
o fthis spray ought to begin ahead of 
the disease in July and be contin- 
ued' a number of times at two week 
ntervals.

During that panic, when Mr. Roose- 


velt was in the White House, there 
was organized in every section of the 
country NO MEAT CLUBS. Money 
was ao scarce and meat was so high 
many people thruout the land boy- 
cotted all forms of meat and were 
forced to a vegetable diet. The peo- 
ple of this nation have not been forc- 
ed to any such boycott under the Wil- 
son administration. There is abund- 
ance everywhere. 


You 
remember of 
course, the 


SCRIP days of the Roosevelt admin- 
istration. 
In those never-to-be-for- 


gotten days people who had good 
hard money in the banks couldn't 
draw it out. Checks were no good. 
Depositors were given scrip instead 
of money, which had to be hawked 
around and finally exchanged on dis- 
count. 
Remember those dark days 


back m 1907? Well, theknext time a 
little two-by-four Republican says 
anything about alleged business de- 
pression in the year 1914, just hark 
back to Republican rule and scrip. 


On the floor of the House Con- 
ressman Rainey, of Illinois, force- 


fully called attention a lew days ago 
to the deplorable situation that ex- 
isted in 1907. He said: 


"In 1907 the men who had toiled 


ill day long, day after day, in our 
.hops, and under the hot suns of sum- 
mer on our farms, were unable to go 
to their banks and get the money they 
had earned and had deposited there. 


'During that period of time I my- 


self recall that a check on the Treas- 
ury of the United States, drawn, by 
the sergeant-at-arms of this House, 
payable to myself for one month's 
salary, was refused payment by one 
of the greatest banks in the middle 
West. 
The banks locked up the 


money of the people in their vaults 
during that typical Republican pan- 
ic, and they issued their own paper, 
in violation of law. 


We suspended the operation of the 


criminal and civil laws of this coun- 
try and permitted thruout the land 
every bank that wanted to do so to 
violate the law. On this side of the 
House there was not a murmur of dis- 
content or disapproval thruout the 
dark days of 1907—not a single po- 
litical ispeech calling attention to this 
panic, for which the Republican Party 
was d'rectly responsible, was made 
on this side of the Chamber. It was a 
case where we applied the faith cure 
to the situation, and starting on the 
Democratic s'de of the House and of 
the Senate we made speeches of con- 
fidence, and the inspiration created 
here spread thruout the country. 


"Out in my section a widow who 


had saved up two or three hundred 
dollars anu hid it away, because she 
did not believe in banks, was so in- 
spired with the 
patriotic 
feeling 


which started on this side of the 
House and extended 
thruout 
the 


country that she brought her money 
from its hiding place and deposited 
it m a-local bank, and said: 'Here is 
my money: I feel I ought to contri- 
bute this toward the security of the 
banks and business thruout the land.' 
Those acts of patriotism, numerous 
as they were, conspicuous as they 
were in 1907, can all be traced to the 
wave of patriotism which was inspir- 
ed by Democratic leaders here thru- 
out the country in the dark days of 
th's Republican 
panis. 
Patriotic 


utterances so frequent in 1907 and 
1908 o nthis side of the House are ab- 
solutely lacking at the present time 
on the other side of the House. 


Hunting Tax Dodgers. 


Within a few days Uncle Sam will 


begin the biggest job of detecting 
which he has ever undertaken. There 
are some 790,009 tax dodgers in the 
(Vnited States—dodgers of the income 
tax—and it is Uncle Sam's job to fer- 
ret them out with such thoroughness 
that it will be an object lesson, the 
good effects of which will be felt 
for years to come. 


The government will undoubtedly 


call in an immense force of detec- 
tives to aid in this work. 
Besides 


the regular force of internal revenue 
deputies, a body of men numbering 
several thousand, it is likely that the 
secret service branches of several 
other departments will be called up- 
on to aid in hunting down the tax 
dodgers. It is to be a manhunt on 
a scale never before seen m the 
nited States. 


"A man is a fool who attempts to 


avoid the income tax," said Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue Osborne 
several weeks ago, and the commis- 
sioner knew exactly what he was talk- 
ing about when he made that state- 
ment. For the future fiscal welfare 
of the United States—since it is the 
plan of statesmen to gradually in- 
crease the income tax and other forms 
of 
direct taxation, 
and gradually 


abondon indirect taxation—it is es- 
sential that the income tax be start- 
ed off with a collection of the most 
complete sort. 


Consequently it is likely that the 


full power of Uncle Sam as a detec- 
tive will be thrown into this work of 
finding the tax dodgers. The same 
intelligence and cunning which have 
upset the shrewdest of counterfeit- 
ers and smugglers will be employed 
to run down income tax dodgers. The 
trailers of bank thieves, of white slav- 
ers' of border gun runners, of con- 
spirators against the government, of 
mail swindlers, of all the various 
class of criminals which the govern- 
ment is called upon to apprehend and 
punish, will now take the trail of the 
tax dodger. 


The framers of the income tax law 


calculated that the collection would 
be about $54,000,000 the first year. 
They estimated that the number of 
citizens wjio would come within the 
tax would be 1,500,000. The actual 
returns have fallen far short of the 
estimates. To date the assessments 
are only $30,750,000, with some 800, 
000 persons making returns. 
The 


government sleuths therefore will 
Hit out on the trail of 700,000 dod- 
gers and $23,250,000 in taxes. 


The task is not so difficult as many 


might imagine. The detectives will 
have access to the books of banks 
and corporations. Those whose in- 
comes are above $3,000 a year are 
generally well known, in each com- 
munity. 
The dragnet will be fine 


meshed, and the government does not 
expect many dodgers to escape. Heavy 
penalties are prescribed for evading 
the tax, and the government will un- 
doubtedly attempt to exact these pen- 
alties to the last penny as part of 
the object lesson.—Congressman C. 
H. Tavenner in The Star. 


POTATO DISEASES. 


Important Poster Issued by the State 


Agricultural Department. 


"Help keep the diseases out of 


Wisconsin which are threatening the 
potato growing industry, not only of 
certain foreign countries, but of sev- 
eral states as well." 


This appeal has just been sent out 


to the farmer* of the state by the 
Agricultural Experiment station, Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin. 


To call the attention ol Wisconsin- 


farmers to the importance of exclud- 
ing from the state diseases which 
have menaced the potato crop of 
other states and foreign countries, a 
poster has been published and will 
be posted in all of the important 
potato growing sections. 


Emphasizing the fact that Badger 


potato growers will be depended up- 
on to furnish clean seed for farmers 
in all sections of the country, the 
poster urges the necessity of keeping 
germ diseases out of the state. 


, The poster warns farmers that, 


when once started, such diseases as 
powdery scab, scarg, blight and rot, 
black wart, increase rapidly and soon 
become difficult to control. The ex- 
ercise of extreme caution when buy- 
ing seed, especially from other states, 
is given as the only sure method of 
protecting the potato industry of the 
state. 


For the control of late and early 


blight, growers are advised to spray 
thoroughly with Bordeaux mixture 
(five pounds copper sulphate, five 
pounds of quick lime, and fifty gal- 
lons of water.) 
For bugs, one pound 


of paris green to two pounds of lead 
arsenate should b'e added. The use 
o fthis spray ought to begin ahead ol 
the disease in July and be contin- 
ued a number of times at two week 
intervals.

"Dear Brother:—Your request for 


?80 I do not think is best to comply 
with now. 
At the various times I 


have helped /ou a little you have 
said, 'We can get along very well 
now,' but in a short time I finTl you 
in the same difficulty again. 
Now 


this can only happen through some 
defect in you. What the defect is I 
think I know. You are not lazy, and 
still you are an idler. I doubt wheth- 
er since I saw you you have done a 
good whole day's work in any one 
day. 
You do not very much dislike 


to work, but still you do not work 
much, merely because it does not 
seem to you you get enough out of 
it. 
This habit of uselessly wasting 


time is the whole difficulty. 
It is 


vastly important to you, and still 
more important to your children, that 
you break the habit. 


"You are now in need of some mon- 


ey, and what I propose is that you 
shall go to work 'tooth and nail' for 
somebody who will give you money 
for it. Let father and your boys take 
charge of your things at home, pre- 
pare for a crop and make the crop, 
and you go to work for the best mon- 
ey wages you can get or in discharge 
of any debt you owe and, secure you 
a fair reward for your labor, I prora- 
that for every dollar you wn. get for 
your labor between this and the first 
of May, either in money or in your in- 
debtedness, i will then give you one 
other dollar. By this, if you hire 
yourself for $10 a month, from me 
you will get |10 more, making $2u. 


"In this 1 do not mean that you 


shall go off to St. Louis or the lead 
mines of Missouri or the gold mines 
of California, but I mean for you to 
go at it for the best wages you can 
get close to home In Coles county. 
If you will do this you will soon be 
out of debt, and, what is better, you 
wu; have acquired a habit which will 
keep you from getting in debt again 
But if I should now clear you out of 
debt, next year you would be just as 
deep in debt as ever. 


"You have always been kind to me. 


and I do not mean to be unkind to 
you. 
On the contrary, if you but fol- 


low my advice you will flnd it worthy 
eighty times eighty dollars to you. 
Affectionately your brother,

the following is a copy to-wit: 


"Under the privisions of the com- 


pensation act as it existed at the 
time when Mr. Johnson was injured 
the Pity of Grand Rapids bocamo lia- 
ble for the necessary medical, surgi- 
cal and hospital treatment for 90 
days. While the man was tota'ly dis- 
abled he was entitled to weekly wage. 
While partially disabled he is entitled 
to 65 per cent of his weekly loss in 
wage. He is entitled to this amount 
weekly or until he has been paid four 
times his average annual earnings. 
This case has been pending so long 
that it seems advisable for a settle- 
ment to be made. We would suggest 
that you ha\e Mr. Johnson examined 
by a competent surgeon to advise you 
ot the extent of disability. If there 
is GO per cent disability of the leg 
\\e wouldwe wouK. suggest as a fa'r 
settlement that he be paid as indem- 
nity 50 per cent of the amount he 
might receive under the law if the leg 
been amputated. Under the amend- 
ed act the man who loses the leg at 
the knee is entitled to 65 per cent of 
,his average weekly wage for a period 
of 160 weeks. If you cannot agree 
on a settlement and it is a fact that 
the man is partially disabled he is 
entitled to his weekly indemnity as 
stated above. 


I would recommend, under the cir- 


cumstances that a committee be ap- 
pointed to confer with Mr. John- 
ton to affect an amicable settlement 
o£ his claim, if possible.

weather have been published by the 
New York Women's League for Ani- 
mals: 


1. Load lightly and drive slowly. 
2. 
Stop In the shad* if possible. 


3. Water your horse as often aa 


possible. So long as a horse is work- 
.ug, water in moderate quantities will 
not hurt him. But let him drink only 
a few swallows if ha is going to stand 
still. 


4. 
When he comes in after work, 


sponge off the harness marks and 
sweat, his eyes, his nose and mouth, 
and the dock. Wash his feet but not 
bis legs. 


5. If the thermometer Is 75 de- 


grees or higher, wipe him all over 
with a wet sponge. Use vinegar wa- 
ter if possible.. Do not turn the hose 
on him. 


6. Saturday night give him a bran 


mash, cold; and add a tablespoonful 
of saltpeter. 


7. Do not use a horse hat, unless 


it is H canopy-top hat. 
The ordi- 


nary bell-shaped hat does more harm 
than pood.

A sponge on top of the head, 


or even a cloth, is good if kept wet. 
If dry it is worse than nothing. 


9. If the horse is overcome by

10. If a horse is off his feed, try 


him with two quarts of oats mixed 
with bran and a little water; and add 
a little salt or sugar. Or give him 
oatmeal gruel or barley water to 
drink. 


11. Watch your horse. If he stops 


sweating suddenly, or if he breathes 
short and quick, or is his ears droop 
or if he stands with his legs braced 
sideways, he is in danger of heat or 
sunstroke and needs 'attention 
once. 


12. If it is so hot that the horse 


sweats 'n the stable at night, tie him 
outside. Unless he cools off during 
the night, he cannot well stand the 
next day's heat.

The Acid Test. 


The democratic convention, in ses- 


sion for nine days at Baltimore, made 
significant hiBtory. In this party, too, 
the preceding campaign had been n 
bitter, though disguised, contest be- 
tween ojjen progressives and more or 
less secret reactionaries. Professing 
loud allegiance to progressive princi- 
ples, the old bosses were actually in 
control of a majority of votes when 
the convention met. They made plain 
their intention to organize the meet- 
ing in their Interest by putting for- 
ward for the temporary chairmanship 
Judge Alton B. Parker.

Bryan's purpose. 


Thus the issue was drawn, and Wil- 
son was marked, even more clearly 
than before, as the true candidate 
of the progressives. The bosses seat- 
ed their man for chairman, but it 
was a Pyrrhic victory. 
The demo- 


cratic masses thruout Ihe country 
shouted approval of Bryau and Wil- 
son. Then as the balloting proceed- 
ed slowly day after day, Wilson gain- 
ed steadily, mainly because of Ihou- 
sands of telegrams from "the people 
at home," threatening, urging, im- 
ploring their representatives to sup- 
)ort Bryan's leadership and Wilson's 
andidacy. On the forty-sixth ballot 
Woodrow Wilson was nominated. The 
progressive element, which had fail- 
d in the republican convention, had 
conquered in the democratic.—From 
American History and Government.

"General Pena informed me that a 


considerable number of his troops had 
mutinied and threatened to attack the 
American outposts," Funston's mes- 
sage read. "I have taken precautions 
by strengthening the outposts and 
have notified General Pena that I will 
not consider this a hostile act by his 
tirders." 


Secretary Garrison stated that no 


lear should be entertained for the 
safety of General Funston's command. 


"He has the situation well in hand 


and will be able to successfully repel 
any attack by the mutineers," he said. 
"I am very glad that General Pena 
snotifled General Funston of the mu- 
tiny of his troops as this action, in all 
probability, will prevent what might 
have been a serious clash between 
the two armies.'" 


Vera Cruz, July 9.—Word was re- 


ceived here on Tuesday that the first 
tattle between the federals and the 
rebels in the vicinity of Vera Cruz re- 
sulted in a great triumph for the for- 
mer. The federals lost no lives while 
the rebels were dispersed. Two-thirds 
of the stragglers were rounded up and 
captured by the victors and 60 rebels 
.pledged allegiance voluntarily to Hu- 
erta. They defected from the forces 
of sub-Lieutenant Aguilar, a relative 
of Gen. Candido Aguilar. The uncap- 
tured rebels are hiding in the hills 
around Vera Cruz. 


The defeated mutineers comprised 


the outposts at Las Bajadas and Los 
des Caminos, They were depending 
upon the advance post at Tejeria com- 
manded by Colonel Yusunza, Between 
ten and eleven o'clock Monday night 
they marched in a body on the Tem- 
kladeres gap outpost and attempted to 
capture the horses of the rurale cav- 
alry, but were driven off after a sharp 
exchange of shots, fleeing In the direc- 
tion of Pledras Negras, Medelltn and 
Boca del Rio. At the former place they 
•were Joined by a rebel detachment tin- 
der Ricardo Lopez, who was bound for 
Sierra Blanca to cut off Huerta's es- 
cape from the capital. Thus reinforced 
they continued the retreat, but turned 
back when they learned they were be- 
ing pursued, and met and attacked a 
body of 150 federals a mile and a quar- 
ter southwest of Tejeria. The federals 
held off the rebels until reinforcements 
arrived and finally drove off those of 
the mutineers they failed to capture.

CURIOUS RESEMBLANCES 
IN NATUftI 
*" 


,O TRACE In natural objects a re- 


semblance, either structural or 
pictorial, to other objects with 
which they have no real connec- 
tion Is a diverting pastime. More- 
over, though at first thought it 
may seem somewhat puerile, it 
can in fact be turned to good ac- 
count as a means of stimulating 
the imagination, and Inducing the 
mind to embark upon a course of 
truly scientific investigation which 
may lead to important discoveries. 


This applies In particular to the training of the 
youthful student 
All those who have gained expe- 


rience as teachers will readily admit the initial dif- 
ficulty which exist* In arousing the Intelligent In- 
terest of a class In study. In other words, some- 
thing is needed to set the machinery of the mind 
In motion. For example, a flower or an Insect, as 
such, may fall to evoke the desired response. But 
If we can point out some curious or grotesque like- 
ness which it bears to a familiar creature or thing, 
•we are able from this starting point to lead on by 
carefully planned stages to such great questions as 
structure, natural affinity, and adaptation to envi- 
ronment. 


When nature Is in one of her imitative moods, 


the products of her workshop frequently bear all tha 
ear-marks of a deliberate fake 
Occasionally they 


seem to have been conceived and executed in a 
spirit of sportiveness 
As an indication of this 


mood, the remarkable Talra crab of Japan, which 
has lately attracted the attention of science, stands 
forth as a conspicuous example. 


In Japanese tradition there is a story to the ef- 


fect that many years ago a great naval battle was 
fought In the Sea of Japan between a forco of pi- 
rates and Japanese, resulting In the total destruc- 
tion of the pirate fleet. The story continues that 
since that day all of the crabs of a certain species 
found on that port of the coast have borne on their 
backs the face of a Japanese warrior 


An examination of one of these crabs reveals at 


a glance the somewhat startling visage 
The hu- 


man-like face Is not only there, and typically orien- 
tal Jn appearance at that, but actually resembles 
the face of a drowned 
man, with open mouth 
and greatly swollen fea- 
tures. 


Whether the Japanese 


Idea that the Taira crab 
offers good evidence of 
tho 
transmigration 
of 


the souls of dead bodies 
Into the bodies of lower 
animals be accepted or 
not, 
the

lying on their backs. 


Another remarkable example of typical racial 


features Is found in, the earbona of a finback 
whale which was picked up on a Norway beach 
It has all the features of a Scandinavian face, 
of low caste, with rounded cheek bones, flat nose- 
bridge small upper lip and receding jaw 
In 


general appearance, however, the faco is more 
like a death mask than that of a living person 


, Th,it this was not a freak formation is proved by 


an examination of the ear-bones of other finback 
whales at the Smithsonian institution in Wash- 
ington, all of which ha\e substantially the same 
for-n. 


I] the plant kingdom nature's imitations are 


eq' ally astonishing and much more numerous 
thi n in either the animal or vegetable kingdoms 
Th >re are several species of orchids, for Instance, 
be. ring popular names which suggest the likeness 
of the flower to some member of the animal 
ki: gdom, among them being the man orchid, the

orchid the spider orchid, the lizard orchid, 


an ' the holy ghost orchid 
While it is true that 


so le of the supposed likenesses are more or less 
1m iginativp, others are wonderfullj distinct and 
wi 1 bear close scrutiny 
This is particularly true 


of the holy ghost orchid, which contains within 
ea h of its blossoms a pigeon with half spread 
wi IE;S 
It is necessary to \iew- the blossom from 


eg larely in front, as m the case of the lower 
bh stem sl*own m the accompanjing photograph, 
to get the full effect of the resemblance When 
vii wed from this position, the bird is so perfect 
th, t it looks as If ready to take flight Tho plant, 
w! ich is a native of the Isthmus of Panama, is 
ve-y rare, there being perhaps not more than 
ha f a dozen specimens in the United States, in- 
ch ding two in the greenhouses of the White 
He use at Washington. It grows sturdily, but, in 
order to thrive, has to be kept in a hothouse 
with the temperature of a Turkish bath. 


^n all of the instances referred to above the 


resemblance Is mainly due to the lip or labellum 
of the bloom 
Now orchids rank admittedly 


among the most highly specialized flowrs, while 
their extraordinary modifications are the result 
largely if not entirely of Insect Interference 
Many of these flowers depend entirely upon the 
visits of Insects for pollination, and without the 
aid of these winged emissaries of Cupid they ara 
quite unable to get seed 
The labellum is the 


recognized alighting platform upon which the in- 
sect stands while it probes the recesses of the 
flower in search of nectar; and as orchids are 
so closely associated with insects, we must as- 
sume that the special shape of the labellum in 
each instance is more or less definitely related to 
the convenience of the guests that are specially 
catered for by the flower in question 
In certain 


Instances this Is actually known to be the case 
Throughout the great orchid family the labellum 
exhiBJts an almost endless variety of configura- 
tion, and we are justified in the assumption that 
each form is exactly adapted to attract, or up- 
hold, a particular kind of Insect 


WHICHJ&XRJ meg O?JL 


Most young people are familiar with the ca- 


nary-bird flower or common canary creeper, and 
here again we find that the unusual form of the 
blossom is due to Insect visits. The blooms of 
this group of plants seem especially designed to 
meet the needs of long-tongued moths, which 
seldom or never settle on the flower, but hover 
in front of it, lightly poised on their rapidly- 
moving wings. While in this position the tongue 
is unrolled and thrust far back into the "spur" 
of the flower where the nectar is stored. Mean- 
while, the head or body of the moth comes into 
contact with the pistil or stamens, and pollen Is 
deposited or removed, as the case may be. 


A very curious plant, which has been famous 


since ancient times, is the "Scythian lamb"— 
otherwise known as the "vegetable lamb," or by 
the Chinese as the "golden-haired dog." It looks 
remarkably like an animal, and in early days 
was popularly supposed to combine in some mys- 
terious way the attributes of animal and plant. 
The belief was that it sprang from a seed and 
turned on Its root until It devoured all green food 
within reach, whereupon it perished of starva- 
tion 
As a matter of fact, it Is merely the root 


stock of a plant, which, densely covered with 
soft, golden-brown hairs, suggests a likeness to 
a quadruped. 


A strange plant found in New Zealand Is 


known as the "vegetable sheep" because of its 
wool-like foliage 
In fact, the vegetable kingdom 


offers an almost endless variety of curious imita- 
tions. 
Tha seed-pods of the common garden 


snapdragon look exactly like small human heads 
arranged on the stalks like "poles of skulls," 
such as are set up in certain countries where 
head-hunting Is a popular amusement 
These 


show not merely the head and face, hut dried 


/portions of the scalp, eyelids and lips. Their 
color is like that of mummied heads. 


The insect world is full of mimicry. Butter- 


flies that Imitate dead leaves are familiar, and 
the same may be said of the "walking stick," 
which bears so close a likeness to a twig that, 
though common enough in the woods, it Is rarelj 
detected or captured. 
The "measuring worm" 


assumes the attitude of a > twig, and remains 
motionless for hours together. 
Moths, to pro- 


tect themselves against enemies, mimic waspa, 
and other insects adopt the aspect of the spider. 


Native to Africa is a remarkable insect, a spe- 


cies of Spalgis, the chrysalis of which looks like 
the head of a chimpanzee 
Even the hair and 


the pupils of the eyes are shown. But more won- 
derful yet is the chrysalis of a butterfly, Feniscea, 
which Is a likeness, seemingly a mask, of the 
Roman king, Tarquin. 


TELLS OF DROWNING ELEPHANTS 


"Did you ever hear the terrorized trumpeting 


of a herd of drowning elephants'" asked W J. 
Williams of Peru, Ind, at the Willard 
"If you 


never heard the piteous cries of dying beasta, 
you have escaped one of the most heartr&idlng 
experiences that ever comes to civilized man. I 
was in Peru during the flood of 1913, when the 
Wabash river rose to unknown heights, causing 
tremendous destruction of property. Peru is the 
winter headquarters of the Wallace and Hagen- 
back circus, and when it was found that the 
water was coming higher than had ever been 
known before, the fourteen elephants in the cir- 
cus were unchained and let go to take care of 
themselves. 
Three of them managed to reach a 


small mound where they stood in the water with 
their trunks elevated till the end of the flood, 
but the other eleven were drowned 


"With the water rushing through the streets, 


and the people of the city marooned in the sec- 
ond stories of the houses, the elephants swam 
around for hours, trumpeting in terror and stick- 
ing their trunks into the open windows of the 
houses in their efforts to find some spot of safe- 
ty 
They cried like children and one could al- 


most understand their language as they pleaded 
for the help which could not be given them, for 
not one of them could be taken in through a 


door or window out of the flood. They acted 
more like human beings than beasts, and it was 
almost aa pitiful to see them go down under the 
muddy waters, one by one, as it was to see a 
human being washed from a roof. 


"I shall never forget their dying cries as they 


sought the safety which could not be found In 
that flat country, where the whole surface of 
the earth was submerged 


"Back in the big circus menagerie, however, 


there was even a more tragic scene. When the 
water came up into the cages of the anlmala 
they all became1 frantic from fear.
